It  was  an  astounding  success ;  filled  with  zealous  ambition  of  Raw- 
den Crawley  to  ruin  the  happiness  of  his  wife,  Rose  Raleigh,  who  thinks 
him  dead  and  is  engaged  to  Amos  Coleman,  a  prominent  lawyer.
